There's a good 
chance you might have been 
stung by an international 
pickpocket gang. 

Whilst there are opportunist 
pickpockets around, so many 
in big cities are now organised 
criminal gangs. Not just from 
the UK but internationally, 
coming from as far afield as 
Colombia and Chile for 
weekend robbing sprees. 

Typically many thief tourists 
have hit the UK from Romania 
- 52 per cent of pickpocketing 
convictions on the London 
Underground in 2013 were 
Romanian - but new 
nationalities are also getting 
in on the act. 

Luckily, specialist crack 
teams are on the prowl 
to keep your cash safe. So acute 
is the threat to your pockets 
many cities - London, Dublin, 
Manchester - now have j . 

specialist pickpocket 
teams. 


CHILE SPELL 


PC Darren Bond trawls 
London's Oxford Street 
on the hunt for known 
pickpockets and 
bag thieves, very 
often professional 
teams of globe- 


when it comes to 


trotting robbers, who fly from 
capital to capital - Rome, Paris, 
Berlin - for crime sprees. 

The Metropolitan Police now 
has specialist teams who know 
the faces of the pickpockets 
from previous experience. PC 
Bond says, ^They are especially 
hard to catch as they're here for 
one weekend only - to hit loads 
of targets - then leave again. 
They know every trick and how 
to avoid detection, but of course 
they can't change their face and 
that's where we come in. 

^The best pickpockets arrive 
from Chile, that's where the real 
pros come from. You wouldn't 
believe their levels of skill and 
planning They will be in mixed 
teams, old and young, so they 
look like a family. One will be 
lookout, another will be a 
spotter scanning for targets, 
the rest will go on the rob. I've 
seen them take a £20,000 
handbag from a designer store, 
sometimes carrier bags full of 
cash. They are almost a 
thieving conveyor belt. 
They're that good." 

These thieves avoid 
detection by using 
numerous disguises - 
bags, hats, changes of 
footwear and 
untraceable pay-as- 
you-go mobile 
phones - to remain 
hidden. But certain 
things give them 
away. PC Bond 
says, ''Many have 
scars on their 
hands where - as a 
child learning how 
to rob successfully 
- they had fished 
out goods from 
inside smashed 
glass. It's part of 
the pickpocket 


training so they 
learn to be 
light-fingered 
without 
touching the 
sides of the 
pocket." 

PC Bond's 
team caught 
a Chilean gang last year 
who had racked up hundreds 
of offences. "One got three 
years. It was very satisfying 
as we caught them in the act 
and then got the rest of their 
gang through CCTV." 


EASYJET JEWEL 
THIEVES^ 


According to police experts, 
Colombians are also the best 


jewellery theft. Juan Carlos 
I Guzman-Bettancourt, a 
Colombian national, was 
I picked up in Vermont, USA, 

I after fleeing a prison in London. 

He had already been 
involved in £150,000 
worth of thefts from 
high-end hotels like the 
Dorchester and the Savoy, 
always using the basic 
ruse of "lost room keys" 
and "forgotten safe codes" 
to fool hotel staff into 
giving him access. 

The plausibility of 
these thieves is what 
makes them so dangerous 
says London PC Colin Farmer. 
"One of the Colombians' 
favourite tricks is to follow 
a jeweller as they are locking 
up. Just as the jeweller pulls 
away, they'll tap on his window 
and point at some carpet 
tacks next to his tyres - they'll 
have put them there - so the 
driver has to get out and 
move them. The moment 
he's out the door, they nick 
his takings or jewels from 
the front seat." 
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To avoid becoming a victim, you need to know how a thief goes 
after your waiter. Listen and team to out expert...
